There  is  no  quarantine  against  stock  grown  in  Cal- 
ifornia, and  my  stock  is  strictly  first  class,  and  free 
from  any  disease,  and  has  been  inspected  several  times 
during  the  growing  season.

COMPLAINTS — All  errors  or  claims  for  shortage 
must  be  made  within  two  days  after  receipt  of 
stock,  or  they  will  not  be  rectified. 

SUBSTITUTIONS — In  a mixed  order  we  expect  pur- 
chasers to  state  if  any  substitution  should  be  made 
or  not  in  regard  to  grade  or  variety. 

GUARANTEE — While  I exercise  the  greatest  of  care 
to  have  all  my  stock  true  to  name,  however,  it  is 
mutually  understood  and  agreed  to  between  the 
purchaser  and  myself,  that  should  any  stock  prove 
untrue.  I shall  in  no  case  be  liable  for  any  sum 
greater  than  that  originally  received  for  such  stock 
that  may  prove  untrue,  besides  I will  not  be  re- 
sponsible for  the  crop.  All  orders  are  booked  only 
under  the  above  conditions.
